8 .R . O . 270 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules , regulating 
the method of recruitment to the technical posts in the Accelerated Freeze Dried 
Factory under the Department of Defence Production in the Ministry of Detanco 
namely 

1. Short Title and commencement. -- ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Acce . 
lerated Freeze Dried Factory ( Technical postx ) Recruitment Ruler , 1968 , 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Ottiqlal 
Gazette . 

2 . Application . These rulea shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed . 

3 , Number of posts, classification and scales of pay - The number of posts, 
their classification and the scaleg of pay attached thereto , shall be as gpeciflod 
columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto .

( b ) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wite 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post : 

Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule . 

6 . Power to relax. - Where the Central Government is of the cpinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do , it may, by order for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission , relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons / 
pogte .
